They contain four 
reclining chairs, upon which patrons sit 
while going through the bath. Three feet 
from the door is a trapdoor which leads 
into the basement. When not open, it fits 
‘snugly into the hole provided for it and 
the casual visitor would not suspect its 
presence. Upon being opened, it disc oses 
a hole three feet square, through which 
one can descend down a stairway into the 
basément. 

The basement extends the length of the 
*bullding, but only the rear part is used. 
There the furnaces, which supply heat for 
ihe entire block as well as for the bath- 
house are kept. A partition of bricks ex- 
tends across the middle of it, but a wide 
opening for a door was left by the build- 
ars. No door, however, has been hung and. 
the place is open from end toend. A stair- 
way leads from the furnace room to.a door 
which opened into the alley east of the 


bullding. This door was closed but not 
locked at 9 o'clock Wednesday night. It 


was partially ajar Thursday morning but 
from what cause is not known. 

The coal is kept near the furnaces behind 
the partition, and one, upon entering. the 
basement. does not discover that any part 
of it ise used until he peers through the un- 
occupied aperture for the door and through 
which the glare of the furnaces may be 
seen when the fire is burning brightly.

Richardson Was 
Jealous of a Doctor. 

Mrs. Richardson testified that her hus- 
band was jealous of Dr. David Bryant. She 
said she heard a noise in the back part of 
the house after the shooting. 

Many efforts have been made by Mrs. 
Richardson’s lawyers to get the Goildis 
Whitehead incident before the jury. Goldie 
Whitehead was the girl that Richardson 
had an entanglement with a short time be- 
fore his death.

How will the World's Fair visitors be housed and fed? 


This question is of prime importance to St. Louis and the 
World's Fair. 

Suppose 5000 persons were to come to St. Louis today—could 
they be comfortably lodged? 

The hotels of the city are practically full every night. The 
capacity of the down town hotels is frequently tested by the or- 
dinary demands of the traveling pub.ic. 
the central district are few and small. 
a rule, 

The list of desirable houses to let is practically exhausted. 
Real estate agents say they cannot supply the demand for good 
houses. 

No hotels are being built. No hotel projects are under way, or, 
at least, no definite plans have been announced. A year’s time is 
short in which to put up one capacious and substantial hotel 
building. No unusual plans for hotel-building have been an- 
nounced. 

If 5000 persons were to come to St. Louis to stay over night they 
could only be accommodated with cots, if at all. The hotel ca- 
pacity of the city is insufficient to accommodate a considerable 
throng of visitors. 

There is no present assurance that the situation will be much 
better a year hence, when the World’s Fair management expects 
to open the World's Fair. 

Good accommodation for visitors is essential to the success of 
the World’s Fair. Pedple will not come if they learn that they 
cannot be comfortably housed and entertained. Every person 
who shall visit the Fair and fail to find good accommodations 
will trumpet the fact abroad. The city and the Fair will be 
condemned, 

Unless plans are laid for substantial buildings the visitors 
to the Fair will be housed in hastily constructed shells or tents 
or will have to put up with packed cots. 

No prophet is required to foretell disaster under these cir 
cumstances. 

The Post-Dispatch has laid down the conditions which must be 
met in order to make the World's Fair a success: 

A complete and finished international exposition surpass- 
ing all others. 

The completion of new streets and sewers, the cleaning up 
of the city and the filtering of the city water. 

Sufficient hotel and house capacity to lodge and entertain 
visitors in comfort. 

The accomplishment of these tasks within two years would re- 
quire hard work. Tremendous energy is needed to complete them 
in one year.

CAUSE i SUICIDE 


YOUNG LAW STUDENT TRIED TO 
KILL HIMSELF. 


}QUARRELED WITH HIS PARENT 


He Then Walked a Mile From Home 
and Tried to End His Life 
With a Bullet.

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—In a state of ner- 
vous excitement over his studies in law, 
Jacob Bergrin, 17, son of Contractor Ber- 
grin of Stone and Blake avenues, Brook- 
lyn, took offense at his father’s repr.mand 
last night and shot himself in his right 
temple. He is at St. Mary's Hospital and 
the surgeons say he will die. If he sur- 
vives he will lose the sight of his right 
eye. 

The boy and his father were discussing 
the merits of a recently purchased book-~- 
case after dinner, and Jacob called his 
father’s attention to the fact that he had 
spoken ungrammatically.

cant lot, a mile from the house. He fired 
one shot into the air to make certin thit 
the revolver was working well, and then 
shot himself. 

The bullet did not strike a fatal spot, and, 
half-dazed, the boy walked a mile to the 
home of Mrs. Luke Burns, at 40 Jun us 
street, where a reception was in progress.

Plans for adding 22,000, % worth of 
„made“ land to the river front of St. Louls 
are being considered by the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements. Plans for the work 
have been prepared by Henry Alt, harbor 


and wharf commissioner. 


Mr. Alt proposes to make the foot of 
Biddle street the southern terminus of the 
extended wharf, which it to be made by 
pullding a new bank of riprap into the 
Mississippi and fill in with dirt. 

The east wharf line, Mr. Alt says, can be 
straightened and advanced without heavy 
expense, and the channel of the river would 
be inmiproved, he argues, by the narrowing 
of the stream. 5 ' 

Mr. Alt's plan for reclaiming land from 
the Mississippi.is the same as that .fol- 
lowed by the Chicago harbor authorities in 
filling up parts of the Chicago harbor. 

Mr. Ait proposes to take the stone from 
the workhouse n and ta secure the 
necessary labor fram workhouse prisoners.
